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A VANISHING PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH SEAS 


The ‘Tragic Fate of the Marquesan Cannibals, Noted for 
Their Warlike Courage and Physical Beauty

FWVIREE thousand years or more 
ago 7D horde of savages drove their 


_ War canoes ashore on a group of 
volcanic istands lying in the South |acrhe 
Wetween 8° and 11> south latitude and 
38° pnd 142° west longitude. 

Who ther were or why they came; 
what of religion, custom, and tradition 
they brought with them on their temark- 
alle journey across the ocean, remuiins 
almost entirely hidden, protably forever, 
in the misty realea of conjecture. 

That they formed part of that hegira 
from the Asiatic Archipelago which peo- 


pled so tniny islands of the South Seas: 


with canmial savages is establisted be- 
yond dovwht; and it has heen asserted that 
the Maorquesans were the first of the wan- 
derers ta eave them native. Land 

Philology has demimstrated the link 
existing between all the Molynesians in- 
habtting rhe South Pacithie from Pawan 
to the Malay Peninsula, and offers the 
interesting suggestion that Hiva, the na- 
tie title for the Marqtiresas and imeor- 
porated in the tames of three of the 
group (Nukubiva, Fatohiva, and Hi- 
vaoa), 1 but a corruption af Siva, the 
ancient worship of Tava, 

Of records or traditions of their hfe in 
their adopted home pror to their discov- 


ery by Mendona, the present-day Mar- 
quesan is lumentably ignorant. T was m- 
alate that one of the few investigators 
who live visited this remote group se- 
ctired, some fifty years ago, a med fifi, 
or family genealogy, running back 135 
generations, or about 4,000 years! 7 
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My eHorts to verify this remarkable 
feat of Marquesan-memory proved en- 
tirely fruitless. Possessing no written 
language, having allowed ther mtuies, oF 
sncred groves: to fall inte decay, and, wn- 
like the Tahitime, neglected to keep a 
record of their fartilies and traditions bv 
4 system at orcro, or bards charged with 
rehearsing and teaching them to each suec- 
teeing gerieration, the various tnbes 
have Jost practically all knowledge of 
them carly aey. 

In the year 1595 2 Spanish fleet under 
the comer of Alvara Mendana, sailing 
from South America im search of poli, 
discovered) Fatuhiva,the southernmost of 
the eleven islinds comprising the group. 

With cemmendahble gallantry, the Spat- 
ish captain named the group Ulas Mar- 
quesas de Mendoza, in honor of the wife 
of his: patron, Don Garcia Hurtad de 
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Mendoza, Viceroy of Peru: llanavave. 
the buy im which the voyngers first 
dropped anchor, Menduna called Bay of 
the Virgims, and, being a keen olmerver 
of savage habrta aril custonns, he choice 
of dulesignation for a Marquesan village 
lends me to believe the dowglty captam 
lad a well-developed sense ot humor, 
Qmily the three lower tslands were 
vealed by the Spaniards, ‘These were 
christened Santa Magdalena, Dotninica, 
and Santa Christina, The northern umts 
nf the grip, “Hiscovered” “at varnvus 
times during the ensuing two centuries 
by half a dogen vovagers, incliding our 
own Admiral Porter, in 1813, were. given 
“Christian” names, a8 were many of the 
ifty-odd bays which indent their shores. 
The attempt to replace the native terns 
proved futile in almost every instance, 
and todas the mdividuml telands are 
knows be their original desinatiorns, 
‘The only name to stand the acid test of 
Hime wars the record of Mendana’s gal- 
lnntry, and this was shortened to “Mar- 
quesos” for actwil service. Twven this

AX EARTHLY PARADISE, SAID TIER

These old Spanish chroniclers, Men- 
latin, Figueroa, an] Quieres, were en- 
thusiastic to the verge of velemency over 
this discovery, To them the tslands 
eeened nothing short of an earthly para- 
dise—a paradise mare! somewhat, it ts 
trie, by the canmbal tendencies of the 
here, eTtiel warrkirs who-swarmed by 
thonsands m every bay and valley: but 
the marvelous beauty of the women and 
the tropical splendor of the islands evi- 
dently outweighed the ever-present possi- 
Lility of becoming “long pig,”—pua oa—

The approach to Hanavave, which gave 
the Spaniards their first plumpse of the

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Marquesas, hardly prepared them for the 
workers they were soor to witness. 
Fromeafar Fatubiva looms a dim, mys- 
terins tase of the lorizon, blenk ane 
forbidding: hor does o near approach 
siiften the grim contour of the coast line. 
Sheer from the ocean's depths rise huge 
misses of towering, stomti-woern liasall. 
seamed and riven by a thousand pem- 
pests. Here and there a gnarler aie 
twisted jronwocd has driven its tenieous 
yoots into the scarred free of the cliff. 
the scanty, witl-llown foliage white 
with encrusted galt from high-tassed sea. 
Below, into the Hack mowilis.of loony 
caverns, the ceaseless waves Ml their 
white-crested battalions with ~a memoto- 
nous toar, to be spumed forth again. in 
Froth anel pray.

The amazement and delight of Men- 

data as his ship passed the towering black 
cliffs guarding the entrance to Hanavave 
ca eal yeomprehended. The narrow bay 
was formed hy the falling away of a sec- 
tron of the craters wall, and through this 
opening, frumed by gigantic, grotesque 
pilin and domes of black cock towering 
mndreds cf feet skyvwarc. one looks die 
rectly mito the great bow! of the mowh- 
tain whose bare, breken rim was visthle 
from bevond the coast. 

Bat what d contrast! Were ance tel- 
lurie fires burned, the luxorinnt verdiure 
of the tropics new overruns the immense 
amphitheater in rivtous profusion. [rt is 
as if Nature in repentant mood were 
pouring out her gifts with onstinted hand 
to cover the scars atid desolation wrought 
by voleanic fury. ;

The brief visit of Mendana and his 
feet hid at best—or worst—<1 transitory 
effect upon these savages. There is an 
interesting tradition, still believed by the 
Hanavavans, that a mumber of Men 
ilina's crew, enraptured) by the plrysocal 
mulchritude of the native women, de- 
serted their ships, enacted a South mers 
rape of the Sabines, braved the wrath of 
the cannibal warriors, and taking with 
them a score or more of the most at- 
tractive nuidens, Hed aver the mountain 
to an inland valley, where they lived hap- 
pily ever after. 

The story goes that freon this adven- 
ture sprang a tribe of beautiful red- 
haired women and fierce warriors, who 
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for generations ranled the baw villages-of 
Hanavave and Onmioo when they came 
from their inland fastness for salt water, 
there being no salt deposits on the island. 

OM the existence of such a village there 
isto proof; bot in Hatavave and to 
where elsé im the wlinds | saw several 
women and hove with a wealth of rich 
auburn hair, In appeanince otherwise 
they were full-blooded Marguésans. Of 
their descent, whether from the inland 
village or a less romantic source, they 
had no knowledge and evinced typical 
Marquesan indifference, 

Aside fram this single instance, if even 
it be true, the Spaniards left ne mark on 
the few bays they visited. It was the ad-

finitely more energetic 
explorer, the fumnnus C Capinitt (ook, thitt 
marked the hesinting of the rapid deca- 
dence aid eventual extermination of the 
peeple he carnestly desired ta aid. Cook 
rediscovered the Marquesas im 177 
while on his thifd vovage through the 
Sauth Seas, 
At that time there were eleven densely 

talabrited skits with o total of some 
sixty bays and bay valleys, each sapport- 
ing a population of from one to five thou- 
cand. ancl in some instances, such as Pua- 
LTA, Taipi, anu Hanavare, possibly 
nearer double that number, ‘There were 
alée 4everal inland valleys with large vil- 
laces, 

To pluce the population of the group in 
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774. al area would be a conservative 
estimate. Captain Cook pave a larger 
figure for the single island of ‘Tahiti at 
the time of his first visit, and though for 
n long tithe his estimate was held to be 
nhsurdly high by men less familiar with 
the sstarucl, later investigntions carefully 
pursited have established Cook's heres 
as essentially correct. “The densely poprt- 
crteel \larquesi in all probability’ .ex- 
ceeded) In numbers the single ihane of 
Tahiti: tut be thats dt my, 11s certain 
that lial it not been tor tie meessint war- 
fare letween the tribes, the practice oT 
earnibalign amd other customs deterretit 
to a ratotal increase in their popatlstion, 
the islands would have become made- 
quite to the inhalitants’ suppert many 
eeniuries fro. 
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Beto Of volennie origin, the group was 
devoid of faunp. The pw, probably 
brought by the savages on the long jour- 
Hey ay Asia, was theit only animal. 
The dense forests and jungles were—and 
are—devoud of snakes, msects, cle, which 
iisvally abound im such disconcerting ac- 
tivity in tropical countries, 

There were a few birds, mostly of sea- 
going species, but these did not interest 
the Marquesmn, as he did mot use them 
for food, The kulew, o species of parra- 
keep, 125 the only really ectble bird m the 
islands today, and T co tot know that it 
wis in the Marquesas prior to Cook's 
visit, 

In the bays and reefs along the const 
there were many kinds of fish, from the 
man-cating moko, or shark, to the nich 
satalier hut more palatable beanttia : ane in 
the vallevs and imeuntaims nature bad 
been lavish with her gifts, Sone of the 
fruits and flowers are of a liter period, 
dating from Cook's introduction of the 
orange, several varietwes of mango, ha- 
nanas, fei, ete. from, Tahiti and ‘other 
islands. But while the expply of food 
might and atien dil prove insufficient. by 
reason of the tremendotis paapualetion the 
lands had to sustain, the variety of flom 
wis ample for native needs in every way, 

The coconut palm served the inhalit- 
ants of the islinds with « utility as varied 
ae the cactus serves a Mexican: food, 
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drink—both hard and soft—otl, fiber for 
mats, baskets; and ropes, its fromds fir 
hitching the huts and a score of minor 
ervices, “vod in whatever particulars of 
liable usefulness the coco palm failed, 
the panclanus, with its sort, satiny leat of 
ereat strength ond duralidity, came to the 
rescue. Then, too, they possessed the 
met, the Famous breadfrait, which, tresh 
and “rottet.”” has been the staple foul of 
the South Sea istantls for centres, and 
frien whose ork much of the mitive 
it cloth was made, Frem the trunks 
of the nmssive,-stitely ti, or Marquesan 
mange, switt, trace fy) cances were Tash 
ioned, cach froma stigle hollowed log. 

War elnbs and tappia sticks were tish- 
ioned from the ton, a bastard ‘ichonv, 
heavy as tron and almost os unbreakable. 
From the mite, a rosewomd), many of ther 
bowls and paddies were made: also from 
the kokoo, one of the few trees which 
brave the tempest-swept cowst between 
the hays. 

Fram the qa the mandens gathered the 
white, gardenia-hke blossoms with which 
to scent the coen oil: and the nuts of the 
aa, strime on enl-soaked fiber, gave the 
Marquesan bis dim and fitfal fight of 
mig hits, 

Though rarely used hy the s<aviugres, 
Nature supplied them with two potsons, 
The hate, a magnificent tree, with gor- 
eos crimson tasseled towers, produces 
t-frait resembling a large mango im ap- 
pearance, which 16 a sirnng marentic, 
This thev sometimes ysed to stupety fish 
hy crushing the fruit and throwing it into 
the hav. Prom the root of the eva they 
oould extract a deadly poison. 

There grew also the beattiful hibrsecns, 
the bamboo, the nom, the ena, a pungent 
native gimeger. and mary wonderiul trope 
flowers with which | am familar only by 
aeht and their native name and not 
enough of a botumst to clissify, 


DISEASE TRENOWN WHEN THY TSLASTS 
WERE DOSCUVERTO 


Seweral vaneties of bananas, mammee 
apples, and yams Belong to this period, 
hut [ believe the wma, or native sweet 
patato, was of later introduction, 

The above incomplete list indicntes how 
bountifally Nature provided for the 
needs of the Marquesan, save only io that 
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lis capacity fer propagation at tines out- 
stopped heranatded ability to supply lis 
demands: 

The omission from this Hst of any 
herbs, roots, or barks for medicinal pur- 
ses brings outa striking feature in the 
ife of these savages, the more «o a6 it is 
contrasted with ther pitiable condition 
today. At the time of their discavery 
dikense wos unknown m the islands, sn 
naturally no provision was made against 
it. Lacking protsonmte reptiles, dangerous 
beasts, or insects to carry infection from 
come far-awiay lund, the Marquesan lived 
ina state of physical health rarely found 
among other races. 

Whule in all essentials the flora as well 
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as the customs aod habits of the savages 
int the islands were identical, m spécifie 
instances there was much viratiot, 
Trees grew in some yallevs which were 
unknown in others; the whim or judge 
ment of the tribal king metituted customs 
and proclaimed fapur unlike there i 
vorme amor their neighbors; and even 
the longitae varied greatly throughout 
the group. Although the ishonds he but 
5 to so miles apedtt, ceaseless warfare 
prevented any yffiliation among them, 
wn itis the great similarity rather than 
the slight divergence in their mode of 
life that is worthy of comment. 

Tt was with good cause that without 
exception the nunicrous discoverers of 
the proup waxed eloquent aver the Mar: 
quesan, He was a magnificent savage. 
Averaring six feet in height, witha mus 
citar development any athlete might well 
envy, god featores, andl the clear sktr 
and eye nf perfect health, i ts small won- 
der he aroused their admiration. 


TH DRAUTIFUL MABGIESAR NES 


To describe the dainty, graceful Mar- 
quesaine as she unguestivunably was will, 
} fear, lay me open to the charge of ex- 
ageeration. TF so, T shall still he in good 
company. From Mendana to Stevenson, 
with Melwille for good meusure, her re- 
murkalile beartty wns a source of sturprise 
and admiraton. Unfortunately, my per- 
sonal ohiservation has been restricted to a 
period fraught with sickness, misery, anil 
mixed blood, but todiy the few young 
women in the tstanits bear out the elatn 
made for the beauty of their material 
ancestors, 

When women prissess beautiful, hist 
riant hair, fine eves, perfect teeth, a slen- 
der, grageful form, a skin of velvet tex- 
ture aul unblemished surface, and these 
physical attractions are combined with a 
viwacity cf spirit and action, exaggeration 
becomes ithetlt ‘ hil tmnlees all chront- 
clers of the islands have for-several cen- 
turies agreed to deeeive the world, such 
wis the Marqucsinne sand so -ahe td te- 
doy when srhkness has notdiminished her 
charm. 


FIERCE, CRUEL CANNIBALS 


The men were fierce, cruel cantilals, 
whose chief occupation, aside from the 


tal) 


indulgence of their amative proctivitics, 
was the killing of both omen and women 
of other tribes for pastronamtic purposes. 

‘The sentiment often encountered in 
other cannibals regarding their victimes, 
such as devourmg a tirave enemy im the 
helie® that the mantle of his courage will 
envelop the victor, or the interesting idea 
that tt is heiter to eat your friend than 
to hive ham ret on the ground, woukl 
have fotimd scant favor bere, Th para- 
phrase a popular author, “pig was pig,” 
and the longer the better, to the Mur- 
quesin. | 

Each tribe had its thi, or god, to whont 
its members tendered a somewhat casial 
worship, High wp in the valley, usually 
in the gloomy shadow of a grent pireci- 
pice over which the sun rarely shone, 
they buile their Mare, or sacred sacrificial 

Wet. 

Here, beneath the deep shad’ of the 
sacred banyan trees, was erected a-series 
of terraces and platforms, the highest 
some 15 feet from the level of the state- 
paved grove. This great pacha, often 
roo feet in length, was hirge enough to 
seat comfortably— on their: heels —the 
trihal king, hts chiefs, and several him- 
dred warriors. 

In the center stood the féi, a crude, 
Prifesyne Imige, sumetimes of wood, but 
more often rudely corved from soft stone 
with tools of flint. A large stone oven 
stood at one end of the pacpar, and here 
the priest, with lis assistants, attended to 
the preparation of the feast. After the 

tere de reastance had been properly 
maked, cert ceremonies of a nittire 
presumed to be g¢ratifving to the tits were 
Barone A leat-lined bow! contaming 
human eves and other tidbits to tickle the 
rival palate were presented to the king, 
and the feast was on. | 

In the sacred grove were gathered the 
lesser ranks of fighting: men snd youths, 
who hac tot yet attamerd their spears. 
So women were present. For a woman 
to step inside the stone wall marking the 
limits of the Vian at any time was fapu, 
or taboo, and mented instant death  No- 
where, to my knowledge, in the South 
Seas—certainiy not in the Marquesas— 
was the talon against eating “long pig” 
ever lifted for the gentler sex; and is 
safe to say that in the centuries past, mil- 
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The all-powerfint Japa was (he “hw 
atl the prophets” of the Marquesan, His 
religion has perplexed cvery tivestipniot 
who has attempted to understand it, 
sthlt because there ts ao fitthe to wnder- 
stil The fhe lmd tts wihio 
ranked next to the kmge in power and was 
otben eee My hy bent. tar. iF at 
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king = wil wis held sacres| degree

the staple food of the islands.

iy experience, it was discovered that 
even ten Vears did nat destrov the buried 
breadfruit. The once green outer tind 
turned black, and the contents presented 
a white, somewhat mushy appearunce, 
fermentation beginnmg immediately alter 
it was broken open. This, when ground 
ito wooden bowl with aostone pestle, 
would rise like a mass of fermenting 
dough and had the same siicky con- 
sistency. It hod an unpleasant odor and 
poxsesse(! an acrid, hitter flavor deciledly 
unwelcome to the uninitiated palate. _ 

This is the famous puis of the Mare 
queses, Tat to be confounded for a mo- 
nient with the delightful por of Mawan., 
Talttti, and other South Sea islands, ‘The 
latter more nearly resembles the Maor- 
vesin korhy, a similar preparation of 
tesh breadfruit aver which a eream 
equeezed from grated fresh coconut is 
poured. Centunes of eating the fer- 
mente! breadfruit finally destrowed the 
Marqiesan taste for the fresh fram, and 
his principal food, together with his fa- 
yorite varieties of ply, became the acrid 
botport and taw fish dipped ina bowl of 
salt water. 


THE CARE-FHEE LIFE OF TILE MAHOUESAN 
GIRS, 


Tt would be a grave error to conclude 
from the taboos mentioned that the life 
of the Marqucan woman was a hard 
one, I doubt seriously if a more care 
free or contented maiden ever existed, 
Her domestic duties were light and agree- 
alle, The furnishings of her thatched 
shelter consieted of a few pandanus 
Jeeping mats—nothing more Outside 
on the stone platform was an assortment 
of bowls, crudely carved by the men in 
thetr intervals from warfare. These held 
porpor, fish, fruit, or whatever of food 
might be prepared forthe one daily meal, 
ot which the savages gorged to repletion,

‘Then there were damty cocomat alells, 
ground thin and polished by ribbing ion 
stun under water, often carved, which 
held the coce ail and other preparations 
for the toilet, dear to the heart of the 
Marqucsane. | 

A conmmmmnity fire was usually kept 
anoulderme inp a fallen tree, where it 
would bom for weeks, Otherwise vouths 
who were adept in fire-making from 
woul by friction would quickly furnish 
tie housekeoper With a blige in the stall 
eone oven at one end of the terrace. 

The making of tappa cloth was her 
only tedious occupation, and, as the girls 
always gathered in groupe and discussed 
matters of interest to the feminine mined 
While they worked, TD dowhe if it previ 
more ancroins than the mimlern sewing 
cirele. . 


WiKIDES HAMMERS WERE THE LOOMS Pot 
TAPPA CLOTH 


The tappa was made from the bark of 
éeveral trees, the Ireaddfruit tree making 
the heat qualitv. The manufacture of the 
fabric wars simple. A sapling or branch 
twooor three Inches in dhitneter was used. 
The bark was slit with a sharp stone and 
peeled aff, then cut in two lengthwise, 
eath piece about 12 inches long. ‘This 
strip of bark was then laid ona flat stone 
and gently but firmly beaten with a tappa 
stick, a short club with corrugated sides, 
until its fibers spread to an imeredible 
lenipth and with, While ia this almost 
pulpy state, the next piece bentern out 
wotld be tapped inte the edge of the 
first, and so on until sheets sometimes 30 
and) 40 feet square were madeand joined 
without aseam, ‘The cloth was then laid 
in the sun to bleach, it< deep rich brown 
turing. a creamy white in the process, 
iter which it was sometimes dyed with 
vegetable stats. 

The resulting fabric was a very thin 
but surprisingly durable one, ta be used 
for lom cloths and girdies—when any 
were wort—for covering on chilly nights.

Phe pertod required for tattooing was 
from two to three weeks, during which 
ire the tattonee was fa ou—liv eel in soli- 
tary agony m one of the huts provided 
for the purpose, and awaited with staical 
patience the subsidence of the inflamnia- 








trom and fever incidental to the operation 
of decoration, 

lt has been said that the tatton was fn 
institution in some way connected with 
the tribal worship; and for this reason 
the French prohibited it at the request of 
church diguitaries, This.may possibly be 
tre, tat tine Miarquesan ‘chirion ans at 
best but casual affair. 








THE MAROVESAN A LORD OF FASE 


Although the Marquesan was averse to 
Woy lk cor curv kind, he ecules hia industrious 
On octaston, as evidenced by the magni 
tude of his cacred 
groves, the hundreds of terraces in every 
Valley, and the scores of canoes owned bi 
bach tribe.

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of a mountain pout—or a Mardqiesan— 
hut they were rarely foproved.

The cwnership of Jand was-a sort of 
community affair priar to the comme-of 
the white man, and probably, like all 
things else, subject to the tribal regoin- 
ton, ‘Thievery or crime af any sort was 
imknown. Timnplict obedience of the fapu 
was the only law. Within its pale their 
lives were regulated by customs evolved 
from their own desires, obviating any te 
casion for the envy, discontent, or anhi- 
tion from which crime arises, 


THO CULTS: MABRTAGE CU STM 


In the Afarquesan lamruage there were 
ho words to cspress our conception of 
either love or jealousy, nor had these 
emotions any place in their lives, Their 
domestic ne fons have always been a 
very lowsely defined system of polyamiry. 
Kach woman or gitl—thev bore children 
at-the age of twelve—usually had two or 
more accepted “husbands,” but there wae 
in amiable custom of a temporary ex- 
change of wives at any time without pre- 
Viets notice. 

The marriage of the Marquesar 
tmuiiden to the youth of her cheice, heow- 
ever, Was an interesting ceremony. A 
home for their occupation was. tant by 
them tends, and the various necessities 
for conntbial happimess placed therein 

The maiden was taken in charge by 
several young muatrons, to be massaged 
with perfumed oils and her hair and body 
decorated with wreaths and garlands: of 
flowers, The youth was consigned to the 
ministrations af two older women, who 
rendered him a simtlir service, besides 
smoking him thoroughly with the fume: 
of sandalwood. At the appointed time 
the scented and garlanded pair were es- 
worted by the village to their far, or hut,

SO OUARRELS AND NO JEALOUSIES IN 
MARQIIESAN HOMIES 


This was the single touch of ramancee 
in the life of the Marquesanne. Soon 
annther hasband, usually an older man, 
wild take op his residence with the 
vo people, im accordance with the 
tnibal custom. Wyarrels and strife among 
families this constittted were unknown, 
and, to revert agam to the present, where 
the same custom <till exists, there are no 
records of ny bickeritigs or killings over 
their women by the present-day Mar- 
quesans, Spiritual love, or even the de- 
aire for the exchisive possess of any 
woman, stems to have lind no place in 
the philosophy of the Marquesan, mor 
was there any evidence of such 9 desire 
en the part of the weamtan. 

As atonll times the men far outnum- 
bered the women, it is probable there ex- 
sted a custom of kilhny a certain pro- 
ele of female infants in order to 
seep the population within bounds, as 
was done in Taltie for many vears, 

Among a poople who looked upon huo- 
man flesh as the Inst word in gaetronertin 
fleastre, it would sevm reasonable that 
they should have emploved any overpro- 
duction of women for their sacrifices and 
feasts : lot, although they had nosenuples 
about cating women and children of ather 
tribes, their own. were cigully dpi. 


THE Wart 0 THE MARQUTSAN CHIT 


The attitude of the Marquesan toward 
children was one of impersonal bur af- 
fectionate indulgence. Their loose poly- 
androus system precluded any certainty 
as to the father, and, it place of imeivid- 
tial paternal affection, the savages looked 
upon all childretias ther own. The fact 
that a youngster happened to be born in 
the hut of Tehia, down by the bay, 
meant nothing m hr young life, At the 
age of three he would probably have 
spent months at a time in huts up the

Ciiidrten were welrdme everyeliete. 
There were few, if any, donts” for 
them im home or village, and the valley 
provided an ideal playgreind for their 
active bodies. 

This genial attitude was not confine 
to the children, “Though fierce and un- 
reienting in warfare with other tiles, in 
thete own villages the Marqticsans were 
a mild and easy-going lot, Lacking the 
omiinors and desires which constiturve 
such a large part of the mental make-up 
af civilized man, and free fram anv com- 
mercial or competitive strife, they simply 
failed to develop many unpleasant traits 
common to civilization, and remained to 
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ao pret degree -eood- 
naritredd, tmprulsive 
clildren in ther tem- 
per and conduct. 

The peculiar con- 
trast of their utter 
ierepard for hunian 
lite and lively syim- 
pathy for the Jiving 
was clearly shown 
when victims Were bo 
be cheasen from then 
own tribe, in times 
of 4tres3, When. hee 
cessiul im capturing 
enemies to satisty the 
demands of their pod 
or their own craving 
for tnonan flesh, the 
kon would decree the 
sicriiwe of a timmber 
of his own men, The

AN -APCROATED ACCH UNT oF THE 
HAR LTES AS. DANCE 


No story of the early customs of the 
Maryuecsas would be complete witht a 
brief — and exporgated — description of 
their cone dance, the famous Somth Sea 
Httle-holo. Irom, Hawaii to Asta-this re- 
markalile exhibition of muscular and vo- 
lupins endurance varies only in degree, 
and among them all the Marquesan was 
admittedly the past master of the art. 

The hola usually took place at the 
mouth of the valley, where the level 
ground near the beach gave an opper- 
tunity fora greater number of partici- 
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nants, several hundred savages often lak- 
mig part in the celebration. “Their muatsi- 
cal instruments were hollowed logs over 
which shark or pigskin had been tightly 
stretehed. These were beaten by the mu- 
sicians with the palms of ther hands, 
filling the air with a pandemenium of 
somd. Howls of apasrid and ital, 
the two favorite intoxicants of the say- 
ages, were scattered about 10 refresh 
thie faceing spirits ad wie lies at the 
dancers, 

To try to visualize the contortions of 
the hula for one who has not witnessed 
it $10 attempt the impossible “Trained 
to its art from early childhood, with per- 
fect development and control of every leg 
and abdominal muscle, they dance for 
hours in u frenzy of passion, uttering 
hysterical cries utd groans, and twisting 
their supple bodies in Insciviens, obscene 
roverents to the wild tom-tom of the 
pourkling drums and the shrill, never- 
ceasmg chant of the musicians, 

Utterly exhausted, men and women 
will fall, gasping and inert, only to creep 
back agam. stimulated by ata-ard and 
thetr reviving passion, and] {ling them- 
selves ance more into the throes of the 
dlanee. What-their powers of endurance 
were in the old days T cannot say, though 
I bave been told the tla often lasted 
twelve or fifteen hours, | siw one a few 
months ago on a beach at Uspu which 
began at 11 o'clock and lasted until dawn, 
six hours: later.

WAKO ES AN 


‘Two intoxicants more dissimilar than 
the ones most enjoyed by the Afarquesan 
itwotlkd be difficult to imagine. Both are 
in high faver in other South Sen islands, 
hut a description here may not be ats. 

The ava-crw, or ava-i, so called im 
some Vallevs after the root from which 
it js-made, is concocted by a method that 
would scarcely win approval from a stu- 
dent of hygiene, A sufficient quantity of 
the roots is given ta several matlens of 
the village, who sit grouped about a large 
howl Each root is chewed by them until 
its bers are broken op, when it is thrown 
into the bowl, ‘This operation finished, 
whiter is- poured over the pulpy mass, and 
fermentation, greatly stimulated by the 
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saliva of the giris, begins atconce. In a 
short time the ave-wea is ready for con- 
sumption, It hasa distinctly soapy tuste, 
unpleasant to the Anglo-Saxon palate, 
and is one beverage my patient and long- 
suffering stomach ohare to entertain 
even momentarily. | 

No stteh objection can be offered to 
numiu-ehi, or, ns it is more commonly 
known, koko: Edi ig Marqnesan for 
coconut, and it is from the coco palm 
that this most insidious and delectable of 
all drinks ts made, A tall coco palm that 
has heen windblewn so that its plimty top 
leans far out of the perpendicular is. 
chosen. The buds, from which eventu- 
ally fifty or sixty nuts would be pro- 
duced, grow ina compact, oblong cluster 
near the top of the palm. The native 
climhs, or rather mins like a monkey on 
hands and feet, up the slender, swaying: 
trunk, and, using long strips of bark or 
fiber, binds the claster of blossoms tightly 
round and round, until the result resem- 
bles a huge, fat cigar protruding from the 
fronds. Wndermeath the pomt of this a 
low! is sg Pi gt and the ip end of the 
wrapping sliced cdf, 

Fora day or two the native must pos- 
sess his soul in patience and climb his 
tree several trmes to chip off the gummy 
coagulation which forms on the end of 
the imprisoned cluster, After the second 
dav it begins to drip freely, but the end 
must be sheed fresh every twenty-four 
hours to stimnlate the flow. In this man- 
ner a tree wall furnish one or tore gal- 
lons a day for several weeks, 

When fresh from the tree the beverage 
resembles a delicious lemonode, with a 
flavor which would make the fortune of 
a soft-drink manufacturer who could re- 
produce it. Fermentution takes place 
speqlily, however, and in a few hotirs 
vour soft donk has “hardened” into a 
vicious man-killer that only acsavage con 
go against with impuruty. I speak from

WOW KUETLA SA¥c AN AMERICAN THM 
THE CANNINALS PUT 


T fave tnentioned the missionary Rie 
kela, and ane account of the islands should 
averniook one tncmlent of his career, [im- 
self a full-blowiled Polynesian and sin: 
cerely intent upon the conversion of the 
Marquesans to Christanity, he came to 
the Tav of Pimman lout ré58, ord [cr 
hored faithfolly, although futidely, with 
the fierce teibt which inhabited the valley. 

“The savages have never been partinl to 
“white tea,” and it is prolably div to 


this fact that many whalers and traders 


escaped the oven: Lut during Kakela's 
residence at Piramad a blackbirder had 
sticcoe ed in cairrving off several men and 
women, and the warriors swore vwen- 
geance an the next ship which entered 
the hav. 

This chanced to be an Amerivan 
Whaler, The first mite, 9 man mined 
Whalen, went ashore with a boat for 
water and frevl. The erew sieceeded in 
getting back ta the ship, lat Whalen wis 
captured, and preparations were at once 
begun for converting him inte “long pag.” 
Kikela protested londly and long. Tut the 
king and his warriors gave him scant at- 
tention. The combinatinn of revenge and 
food was too seductrve to be overcome 
ly religious argument. Finding his plead- 
ing ane wrathaf no avail, Kakela roshed 
to his hut, returning shortly with his two 
most cherished possessions, a tinele- 
loading rifle and an Old black freack cont. 
the treasured! badge of his clerical office.

Sot oly the Marquesans, but the white 
traders and French officials, vouch for 
the fact that there verre sand-fies on 
Vapus tht the king did say he woul!

are not there now 2and further. deponent 
saveth not. 

Unfortunately, Hatiheu wae: tot m- 
chided im the lang's domain, and | have 
unforgetinble recollections of the diminu- 
tive pests in that bay. 


A VANISHING PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH SEAS

Neverthe- 
less there are several villages. where 
tribesmen from other valleys will not go 
even now unless im force; and their wis- 
dem is tired of experience, 

Omily six of the eleven islinds are now 
mhalnted, and but a few villages on these. 
The valley of Taipi, on Nukuhiva, made 
famous by “Typee,” Herman Melvilie’s 
beautiful classic of the South Seas, is 
tow giver over to the silence of the jun 
gle. It was difficulr to realize that this 
utterly desolate valley, where nothing 
now remams save the termeces hidden be- 
neath a rank tropical overgrowth, was, 
less than a century ago, the lome of 
many thousand savages leading the care-

A MEXICAN LAND OF CANAAN 


Marvelous Riches of the Wonderful West Coast of 
Our Neighbor Republic

FAMON-O-0O-85 1" yelled the con- 
duetor, and the long mixed train 
Y for Guaymuas started with a jerk. 
From the tail of its caboose | looked luck 
at Nogales, sun-bathed and lazy, sprawl- 
ing indolently astride thar historic line 
called the Mexican border, Fron beside 
us, as we gathered speed, tin-roofed 
adobe shacks amd groups of loitering 
peons slid back into the wood-smoke haze 
that hinted at native breakfasts of beans 
and burnt coffee. 
From a wayside corral rose a burst of 





oaths and clouds of dust, as inte its “dip- 
tank” yelling cowboys urged a herd of 


cullen steers: a toad tangle af hoofs, 
horns, and tats they were, but Unele 
Sam says incoming cattle must take this 
creadite bath, lest they catry fever ticks 
that might injure our own source of T- 
bones and prime ribs aw pu. 

Past stimed live oaks we pitded tasted 
into a shadowy canyon, tts slaping siles 
marked with cow-paths like terraces. Up 
a stotiy trail a mule train plodded, packed 
with cases of dynamite, bigs of Aor, 
and provisions, bound for a mine Indden 
somewhere in the distant blue hills of 
Sanara—hills of incredible riches. And 
far to the south of us, fora thousand 
curving, twisting: nules, the pioneer rail- 
road pushed its way, down imto that 
Promised Land of Mexico, the far-fhing 
famous West Coast. 

WHERE THE COLORFUL LIFE MEGINS 

The change in plant and animal life 
und industries as you pass from Arizona 
into Mexico is Very slight for the frst 
zoo miles or more, Had they not 
searched your trunk at the custom-howse, 
and maybe charged vou duty on that mew 
camera, you might not have realized that 


you had crossed a frontier. It is only 
after you quit the high, rolling grassy 
ranges of northern Sonora_and Sethe the 
Yaqui valley below Guaymas that a new 
workd reveals mself. Here the bright, 
colorful lite of the vast coastal plams 


begins. 


Plecks of sereeching green parrots flap 
noisily overhead, Skulking coyotes twist 
owiftly away into the pallu merde lashes. 
At dusk spotted bob-cats lurk in the 
brushy frail: stalking rabbits: In smoky 
Indian camps aleng the railway Yaqui 
troops are on duty, patrolling the Ime 
against their wild brothers of the hills. 
One sees them making sandals from 
green cowhide or cutting a beef or a 
burte into strips and hanging. the meat 
ap tod, Prom their ovtpests come the 
dull senal-beats of their fam-toms, “The 
sound af that dram ahvays @ives the en 
emy an-earache.” a Mexican officer told 
me, 


A LAST CF WONTOLS LORE 


Reyornd this Vauui zone lie the vast 
level plantations of cane, corn, beans and 
tomatoes, and that important Mexican 
crop, the “sathanzs,” ar chtek-pea, 

It is o lond of wondrous lure, rieh tn 
romance and adventure, is this magic 
West Coast. From Acupuleo to Arizona 
the impiows bones of buccaneers are 
strewn; and along this same age-old 
Antec trail intrepid padres fought thetr 
way, buildmg fort-like missions and 
carrving the cross to arrogant Apaches 
and pagan Papages. From Cortez and 
Sir Francis Drake to the American min- 
ers anil planters of today it has drawn 
restless mien from the world’s far places 
and ensmare! them with its subtle charm, 

Millions in gold and copper have been 
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wrested from its hills and fortunes in 
pearls fished from the hot waters of its 
gulf. Out of a lonely gulch in. Sonera, 
Indians ofiee tock a nugget of 600 
pounds, a chink of pure silver 50 heavy 
had to be carried away ono platform 
slung between two stout mules, 

“The Mineral Storehouse of the 
World.” Hombeldt called Mexico; and a 
tale is told at Ures of one Seftor Almada, 
whe, on the eceasiin of his dangliter's 
marriage, lined the bridal chamber with 
silver plates and paved the path from his 
house tothe church with the same pale, 
chaste metal! 


A FERTILE, UNKEMPT GARDEN 


Tetif this West Const were robbed to- 
day of all ts gold and silver, its copper 
and graphite, it would still remain one of 
the prize regions of earth, 3 vast un- 
kempt garden of startling fertility, alive 
with wild animals and Wirds—a Mexican 
Eden, where life is simple ond easy, As 
ane idler phrased it, “Lo Sinalow you can 
kick vour breakfast off the trees: any 
moming in the year,” . 

Of ranches and plantations: there are 
many, of course, expecially in the watered 
valleys; but the coast country as a whole 
is largely undeveloped, vast areas being 
still cavered with jungle brash and wild 
gris. | 

The very richness Of the mineral de- 
mosits: and the fnet that for generations 
the Spaniards worked only the mines, 
pausing neither to sow nor reap, tended 
to keep the country back. Indeed, as one 
old! Mexican wisely said, “If afl the work 
that’s been done in our mines since Cor- 
fez went prospecting had been pt to 
plowing and irrigating, we'd be raising 
eran enough now to fecd fifty mullians, 
instead of having to import flour and 
corn from the Umited States.” 

Ever since the Children of Tsrael set 
out for Cannan a certain inexorable liw 
has led restless men of all races to seek 
homes where soil and climate make life 
easiest. Llence, indisputably al imevi- 
tably.a tide of migration mist some day 
set in to this West Coast, just as it once 
flowed inte our own empty west and into 
Canada, Mexicans alone cannot settle it 
and bring it to full fruition, for there are 
not enough of them, and they achieve

better results with the stimulos of foreign 
aid and example. 

Already hundreds of proneer colo- 
nists— Americans, Chinese, and a few 
Europeans—are settled bere. As moer- 
chants, miners, and planters, as doctors, 
engineers, and manufacturers agents, 
these foreign residents are scattered all 
down this coast from Tia Juana to Te- 
huantepec. 

In the Yaqui Valley one American eor- 
poration, onginally orgamzed by two far- 
seeing financiers, has sineady worked! an 
agricultural miracle. Atded by American 
soil experts, plant wieards, and advised 
by stich men as built the Roosevelt dam, 
if has cleared and watered thotsanids of 
acresand established-a pioneer American 
colony; 

The shollaw, weed-choked irrigation 
ditch that the Incians knew is replaced 
by long, deep canals with miles cf laterals 
and takeoffs, and giant dredges now 
move tons of mud a day where once the 
jean tailed with his frail shevel, Chl- 
bucing tractors ond marvelous pang- 
plows have crowded owt the crude m- 
plements aml seratching sticks of a dee- 
ade agn. 
In other places and in other ways the 
American imimigrant’s influence is setting 
up a higher standard of industrial and 
social life. At Nacozari, Sanora,a Yan- 
kee mining company has built a free club 
and social center for its Mexicin em- 

loyvees; there are baths, pool tables, a 
itrary of Spanish and English books, 
ind current periodicals. 

Strikes have never disturbed this camp. 
Its American managers are required to 
learn the language of the country, to 
study the psychology of the people, and 
to respect their customs and traditions. 
When one of this company’s native engi- 
neers sacrificed his life in an explosion to 
save many fellow workmen, the company 
named the town plaza in bis honor and 
built a menument to his memory. 

HONORANS “THE YANKEES OF MEXICO” 

Here in Sonora the American idea has 
taken particularly deep root. Mexicans 
from other States call these Sonora na- 
tives “the Yankees of Mexten” because 
Of their thrift, advancement, and close re- 
lations with the Americans, Practically 
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all farmlies of the merchant and ranch- 
ing classes ser their children to schools 
in the (onited States, 

These youngsters, returning to Mexico, 
are proud of their English (and their 
Yankee slong). They wear American- 
mide clothes, dance all the popular 
“steps,” and display an understanding of 
American ideals which can only make of 
them mere friendly and helpful commer- 
cial neighbors in the vears to come. | 

Even now the average home in sorth- 
weet Mexico is largely furnished with 
American wares—the Yankee sewing- 
thachine, the plano, graphophane, kiteher 
range, brass bed, ane Faby carriage ore 
everywhere, And from Uncle Sam‘s fac- 
tories car Mexican neighbors get mast of 
their ready-made clothing, their ‘shoes, 
hats, velveles, fanning implements, 
cammiod foods, and sporting goods,

The ratio of ment-bearing animals to 
human beings ts prolably higher in Mex- 
ico than in any other econtry, because so 
much of the land is fit anly for graxiny. 
Every Venr we Atericans eat thousands 
of imported Mexican cattle, and in years 
to come we shall necessarily buy more 
and] more beef from below the Rie 
Grande, Cow-men from our Western 
States long ago ventured into Mexico, 
and on its vast, onfenced ranges some 
Americans have built ap enortnois herds. 

On one great American-owned minch 
tbout, 15,000 calves are branded every 
spring, In Sonora a certain Yankee cat- 
te company’s holdings are divided inte 


neatly 200 pastures, and when the over- 


seers motor shout they carry with them 
a map of the ranch, showing the different 
trails, fences, and pastures, To make a 
complete inspection of the property a 
week's time ts required. Tnomiany places 
walter for the stock is obtained from 
Wells eytipped with wind or gasoline 
pumps, Littl feeding is done, as the 
cattle can graze the year round. 

Many of the same forage prasses that 
cover the great c\rizonn ranges are also 
found in Sonora and Sinalon. The beans 
of the mesquite tree are likewise very 
fattening, and it ts no incommon sight to 
see a Mexican heer stand on her hinel 
legs and reach for the higher twigs of 
this succulent bush,

‘Tacst year this 
hotter killed over 30 animals, including 
lions, tigers, and wildeats. Once he went 
into a deep cave after a wounded tiger, 
carrying his pistel in ane hand, hts torch 
in the other. 

The ranchers complain that tis almast 
ars nese to raise colts, especially in the 
hill countries, for lians have been known 
to leap a 12-foot corral to get at them.

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A. MEXICAN LAND OF CANAAN 


Of these Indians the $,000 Yaquis, with 
their crude Bacatete hill forts, their 
weird ceremonial masque datces and 
their warlike attitude, are easily most 
conspicuous. Many are enlisted with the 
federal army br cinployed as ranch hands 
and mine or railroad laborers. 

General Obregon tells a story, typical 
of the Yaqui's subtle mind, ©bregun 
once had occasion to warm hie men 
against wasting their anmiutition by 
shooting from the mov ing trains at ob- 
jects along the road Dalted one day at 
a station, Obregon heard _ shot and saw 
a Yaqui lowering his rifle, smoke floating 
about hin. He went out personally and 
rebuked the VY meqaat. 

“Fut, my Generdl, | did mot shoot,” 
pleaded) the Indian. “Tt was some one 
Who was here yesterday. The stoke vou 
ace is gid amake.” 

The Vaquie with the federal tops are 
termed “Maras,” or “time” Vanuis: 
these in the hills, wiht and hostile, are 
the “Eronchos”” The latter are a vagrant 
lot, robhing ranches for food and ani- 
mils, carrying. rawhide drums and water 
courds, wearmye aandals af preety cow- 
skin—living by their wits. Pressed by 
hunger, they subsist as well on hurries as 
hae f 

These burras, “the short atiel simple 
ainals of the poor,” thrive bi the thau- 
sand on the West Coast. Many rim wild, 
like “the wild asses of Meseprtanna,” 

The Maya Indians, some of whom still 
carry. bows and arrows, inhabit the Flat 
costal plain sonth of the Yaqui regien 
long the River Maya. Excellent Iiber- 
ers, peacefully inclined, many of the 
Mavas are tristed helpers on American 
ranches and plantations. 


THE STRANGE SERIS OF TITEON 


Most of the welleadvertised: brands of 
wild men are fairly familiar to the shiow- 
going American public, The  lead- 
hunter. the Tyeny, the Tushman aed bis 
boomerang are wll old) cireus acquaint 
ances. Fut tight here at home, within 
soo miles of chaste and classi Las An- 
geles, there dwells a loat tribe of savages 
whose very name ts known to but few of 
us; for this tribe has never been tamed, 
“uplifted,” or even exhibited. Yet it is 
older, perhaps, than the Aztecs; it may 
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even be the last hving fragment of the 
American aborigines, 

The Seri, hi ‘strange people are 
called, and they inhabit a lonely, evil rock 
called Tiburon (Shark) Island that lifts 
ite hestile head ftom the het, enpty wa- 
ters.of the Gulfaf Cortes, (Gulf of Cal- 
ifirrnia it's printed on American maps.) 
And all down this coast the name of 'Ti- 
no owith a shrug of the 
shoulders, for these Seris are thieves and 
killers. It tm even whispered that Jong 
ago they were cannibals, However, they 
did not try to eat usar even hint at it 
while | was visiting them, 

From where we anchored, off the north 
end of the island, it had seemed quite de- 
serted; bat no sooner had we waded from 
our whaleboat.to' the heach than two In- 





dians appeared. carrying a Nag of truce. 


ncame others, in swarms, venturing 
timidly from the mesquite and palo verde 
They were tall men, mostly very 
slender, wit straight hluck hairs their 
teeth were termarkably white and sound.

A THSAPROIS TED CHILE 


One picturesque old man, clad in. tat- 
tered tags, an antediluvinn “Stetson,” and 
rape sandals, advanced and uskedl om 
broken Spanish for the “Chief” of our 
party. We shook hands, and then, waiv- 
ine further formalities, he demanded a 
drink Our failore to produce alenhol 
had an memediate and depressing effect 
on old Juana Tomes, as he called himself,

whisky oramescal. Lackily 1 had lrouglit 
some cigars, and when the tumult among 
the “wets” had subsided | produced these 
and gave them to Chief Juan Tomes:

ito noisy, jabbering protest, Then

WILD DUCKS AS WINTER GUESTS IN A 
CITY PARK*

In the field, the ow sloping forehead 
is, in both sexes, the best distinguishing 
mark of this species, Tf a straight line 
were drawn from the top of the head to 
the tip of the bill, mt would almost touch 
the top of the bill and the forehead for 
the entire distance. The male bird is 
characterized hy having a white back. a 
reddish-brown neck entirely surrounded 
at the base by a broad black ¢ollar, and a 
black tail and comp patch, which latter, 
when the bird is resting on the witter, is 
not completely covercd by the white 
feathers of the back. ‘The bright car- 
mine eve of the male t readily visible at 
a distance of ac fect in good light. 

The female Canvesback lacks the eon- 
trasting black and white coloring of the 
male and has a brownish, moth-eaten ap- 
pearance, ‘The most conspictious feature 
of the female, aside from the low sloping 
forehead, i. a. whitish, seimtt sisted 
streak behind the eve.

The Baldpate or Widgeon is the spe- 
cies third in abundance at Lake Merritt. 
This duck receives its name fron the 
broad streak of white which, in the male, 
extends from the forehead over the top 
of the head. A wide streak of metallic 
green is alsa to be seen behind the eve. 
The female lacks these two characters, 
bot both sexes may he recognized, even 
in fight, by the small, short bill and by 
the white belly, which contrsts with the 
pinkish brown sides and breast.

pay be recognized by their sharp but 
stubby tats, which stick upward ata 
much sharper angle than does the tail of 


the Pintail, While mingling freely amon 


the Pintails.even in flieht. the Baldpates 
have been the most difficulr of all the 
ducks to photograph at close range. It is 
hard to get them off by themselves, and 
when separated they usually manage to 
keen one ormone Pintails between them, 
aelves and the photographer, 

Aside from its peculiar spoon-shaped 
hill, which is the reason for its common 
names, the Shoveler, or Spoon-hill, is one 
at the most beatrtiful ducks in the United 
States, The bright-green head anid neck, 
white breast, rich comamon underparts, 
and orange red feet and lees make up the 
brllant eolot scheme of the male. In 
this bird one of the best field characters 
13 to be found in the large white spot 
on each “side, at the base of the tail. 
The fermle has: the same peculiar bill 
as the male, but lacks his bright color- 
mf. 


THE BENEFITS DEWIVED FROM ‘THE 
‘SANCTUARY . 

As will he seen from the photographs, 
the female Shoveler has‘a distinctly mor- 
tled appearance, because of the brown 
feathers on the hack, breast, and sides 
heme: widely margined with ashy: In 
flight, both sexes may be recognized by 
the spoon-shaped bill, chunky head, short 
neck, and diamond-shaped tail. 

The Shovelers oceupy a certain central 
portion of the lawn, to which they are 
very partial, Here they congregate in 
long, strung-aut flock=, afl the hirds head- 
ed in-one general direction, and dove in 
the sunshine. Each bird stands on one 
leg with its Dill tucked away among the 
feathers. of ite hack. 

To the city mn or woman, often en- 
faged ina sedentary occupation, the rec- 
reational value of wild ducks ts of far 
ereater importance thin any monetary 
value. To these people, the hots of te- 
laxation spent at suitable Intervals curing 
the winter, in. the sunshine ahd, open air 
Of the park, observing and enjaying the 
blending colors am! graceful movements 
of the ducks, may often he of very enn- 
sideraile importance in maintaining per- 
somal health and mental vigor, 
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Even the huriter should ‘realize that the 
resent tendency toward curtailment of 
is Shooting activities will result in ulti- 
nite bennett even to himself, We cannot 
expect long to maintain any adequate 
supply of wild ditcks if we conlinut to

~, URING my seven years of travel 
Bin the African wilds | have en- 
a — countered few peoples pussessing 
stranger customs and presenting more 
curious contrasts than the Bambeala tribe, 
who resife in numcrous village corm», 1ni- 
tes on the hanks of the Kwilu River, a 
southern tributary of the Corin. 

Each village ts under ats own chiet, 
who holds the position In virtue af his 
wealth and ts suceveded at his death by 
the next richest man of the tribe, Hts 
principsl, function i to act sis money- 
jendee to his subjects, No tribute js paid 
to the chief, but he has a right to the ribs 
ofevery human being killed tor tood and 
to the hind Jers of each animal killed 
during the great hunts. Tia chief is 
young enough, he acts ag leader in war: 
otherwise one of his sons takes his place. 

Intenmediate between the chief and the 
otdinary freemen is an hereditary class 
cilled mari, who may not eat human flesh 
nor vet the meat af fowls, The are dis-

guingense), is usually ground fine and 


mixed to a thick paste, from which are 
made five smull loaves, and these are ad- 
munistered one after the other to the de- 
fendant, During the mext fifteen min- 
utes, tf itis a case of witeheraft, the by- 
etanders call on Moloki (the evil prin- 
ciple) to come ont. 


The poison asuially acts very quickly; 


it may kill the acensed of cattse purging 
orvoriting, The last-named) elfect alone 
is regarded as a proof of innocence. In 
the second case the prisoner is compelled 
to dig a hole. He is then given a fowl to 
eat and enough palm-wine to make him 
quite ION ee this: he a ia 
the hole, or possibly goes and lays him- 
self down, its then buried alive in ar- 
der to prevent Moloki sie dead with his 
Inst breath. “A large fire is keptaheht on 
the grave for two days, and then the 
body is exhumed and eaten. 

An innocent man is carried round the 
village, decorated with beads, and his ac- 
cuser pays a pig as compensation for the 
false charge. 


THE DAMBALA DEA OF IMMORTALITY 


After a death from natural cuuees, 
women lament for severn] dials, anc gins 
are fired to-keep off Moloki. The body is 
at first deserted by every one, but later it 
is laid out, painted with white clay, ex- 
opeed for several days, and finally 
wrapped in cloths and buried with the 
feet to the east. The funeral is attended 
by near relations and idlers generally. A 
goat is killed and half of it buried: the 
rest being eaten. Pots are broken on the 
grave and a semicircular hut is-set up 
aver Tt. 

During the mourning wlich follows, the 
village 18 deserted, and the inhabitants 
sleep for a time in the open. The hair ts 
allowed to crow, and cut only when pat- 
‘sates accumulate to an intolerable extent. 

After death the soul is supposed to 
wander about, and tf the grave 15 tieg- 
lected it disturbs and may even cause the 
death of its relatives. Otherwise it takes 
the form of an animal; if a chief, of:a 


large beast, bee tt may also wander abent 
in the air. 
A-RACE OF TANL, WELL-DUILT PEOPLE 
In color the Bambala are very dark 
brown, the hair is absolutely black, and 
the eve a greenish black with a yellow 
eormen. The face is not of the ordinary 


negro type, but much more refined: thick 


lips, for example, are quite exceptional, 
aml only a small proportion have flat 


tages. 
The northern Ranbala are strongly 


built and tall, but, as we proceed siotth- 


ward, with Increasing scarcity of food 
comes 4 slighter type, which also seems 
to be lighter mm color, The hands ane 
feet are small, and, like those of -all col- 
ated people, yellow on the palo and 
soles. They pick up objects with their 
feet with great dexterity. 

In the north the woiten ore not very 
good-looking, but farther to the south, 
where the males approximate a feminine 
trope, there are teal beauties ~mong the 


saiter sex. 


Hoth sexes wear practically the came 
dress—a strip of palm-cloth of its natural 
color, about a yard in length and half a 
vard in width, worn rourn! the warst in 
front and Falling ta the middle of the hips 
behind. Sometimes a girile of similar 
cloth is added or a toll of grass colored 
with red clay, and the women, like many 
other Bantu tries, wear a string of heads 
under their cloth. Men wear «kin aprons 
occasionally on which the hair is. left. 
The garments are sewn with mative- made 
iron needles and palm ther thread.

The head ts partially shaved, and the 
bare portion is painted with soct and 
palm-oil lair is allowed to prow on the 
top of the head in the form of a cap, and 
in old age a piece of palm-cloth, dyed red, 
may be added to cover a bald spot or 
white hairs. As a special decoration, a 
man who has slain a great enemy wraps 
the bones of the victim's fingers th a cloth
